Soil Conservation Publicity. 


BY HAROLD ROSS 


Some years ago, 1937, in fac 


purely because of a love of natur 
and the outdoors on my part an 
the part of my family, we bough 
a place known as the Old 
Mi 


Farm in Pine Creek Township 
three and one-half miles southwes 
of Mount Morris. A short tim 
later we acquired an additiona 
ten acres adjoining this property 
Facts related to me by local resi 
dents, and pictures taken in 1894 
confirm the fact that this particula 
a)ot of ten acres was once a wel 
wooded tract of land. Over the 
years the trees were cut, I pre 
sume, for fence posts and fire 
wood, the stumps were grubbed 
out and the land placed undo 
cultivation. It was then that tin 
process of erosion began and as 
is always the case, once it begins 
and ia left to go on unchecked, i 
takes a terrific toll, not only of the 
top soil, but of all the land.' By this 
{Jfmcan that once erosion is wel 
underway, the amount of tillable 
land is greatly reduced, for I have 
seen no farm equipment which wil 
permit the planting and-cultivating 
of crops on the sides and bottoms 
of ditches and gullies. 


When we acquired this land a 


casual survey indicated that much 
of the ten acre plot carried no top 
soil but was in some places down 
to bare gravel. It was evident to 
O amateur like me that this land 
was no good for raising cultivated 
crops and never was; in fact, the 
timber: should not have been cut 
off in the first place. Possessing a 
natural desire to plant something, 
especially trees, a program of re- 
forestration seemed to be the logi- 
cal anawer. We made contact with 
the State of Illinois Department 
of Forestry in 
Springfield 
and 


found that they had for sale young 
.<H?s in two classifications, seed- 
lings and four-year transplants, 
Jie latter being older and harder 
irees and, of course, somewhat 
more expensive. The first opera-

in question with furrows six feet 
apart. This had the immediate 
effect of very decidedly retarding 
the runoff water during a rain in- 
stead of it being drained off with- 
out restrain. The contour furrows. 
We also sowed timothy over the 
entire area to give a root growth 
and ground coverage and'to act 
as a preventive to the surface flow 
of water. 


Altogether on an area' of about 


fifteen acres we have planted sobe 
23,000 trees, the varieties being 
jack pine, white pine, oak, walnut 
and ash. The first planting was in 
the summer of 1941 and 
today, 


eleven years later, the pine trees 
are 12 to 15 feet in height and be- 
cause of the tree planting, the gul- 
lies are no longer awash and erod- 
ed but are filled with trees and a 
very heavy growth of grass. It 
requires a rain of torrential propor- 
tions to permit any run-off of wa- 
ter. There is indication that the 
underground water level has been 
raised, for now we find 
indica- 


tion of water seepage in the rock 
bluffs on the side of the hill where 
some of the "old-timers" tell us 
there used to be flowing springs. 
In addition, in contrast to a bar- 
ren, hill, there is now a beautiful 
growth of trees pleasing in the 
sight of man to be enjoyed by fUi 
ture generations. 


There are many ways to con- 


serve top soil known to soil con- 
conservationists, but our experi- 
ence, in a limited way, is that one 
of the best and most satisfactory 
ways is the planting of trees. To 
permit a part of the earth's sur- 
face, particularly this portion of 
it which is rich, to be denuded of 
its riches is to be nothing short 
of crime against nature.' If you 
could walk with me over the bot- 
tom lands of Pine Creek after a 
heavy rain in which the Creek has 
overflowed its banks and see the 
,vave after wave of top soil left by 
the flood waters, there would be 
no difficulty in convincing you of 
:he necessity of top soil conserva- 
tion. This is only a small percent- 
age of the wasted and 
washed 


away top soil, the largest portion of 
t having gone to Rock River, the 
Mississippi and out to the ocean, 
n a recently published book en- 
itled "The Sea Around Us" by 
Rachel Carson, which is a most 
nteresting and fascinating book 
>n the exploration of the ocean, it 
ells of silt beds 12,000 feet thick 
••hich are formed by soil washed 
nto the ocean by contributing 
treams. I have no doubt that a. 
;ood share of this is rich valuable 


top soil which is the one and only 
source of man's greatest necessity 
—food. A matter of four or five 
years ago the State of Illinois De- 
partment of 
Conservation had a 


program for building dams and 
one of the proposed sites was the 
old dam on our place in Pine Creek 
Township, * but their survey re- 
vealed that it would be filled up 
with silt in 10 years, or less and the 
same results' were indicated m 
other neighboring areas. This to 
me is a very pointed condemnation 
of present practices, particularly 
so in a country of rapidly increas- 
ing population where we are ex- 
pected to feed ourselves and a 
share of the world in addition. 


Instead of spending so much 


money for fertilizers to correct the 
results, it seems to me that it 
would be well worthwhile to spend 
money and effort on a icmedy of 
the cause, especially when rem- 
edying the cause can achieve so 
many other beneficial results, such 
as beautifying the landscape, rais- 
ing trees for fence posts and lumb- 
er or Christmas trees and raising 
the under-ground water level. The 
important practice of soil conserva- 
tion has already been too long de- 
layed, but there is hope in the fact 
that many people in nil walks of 
life have inteicsted themselves in 
this subject which is so vital to 


the welfare of our nation. I am 
the first to admit that the fore- 
going is the observation and prac- 
tice on a small scale of an ama- 
teur in this field, but sometimes 
we amateurs <-an compensate for 
lask of knowledge by interest and 
effort. It is indeed most heartening 
that the Ogle County Soil Conser- 
vation Committee has taken such a 
vigorous and active interest in 
this all-important matter, and I 
congratulate them on their effort.

World Vets Have Noble Aims in 


, 
Peace-With-Freedoiii Goals 


• At long last, and high time too, an organization in the 


western world comes forth with a plan for peace to counter 
the one being peddled by the Communists. 


The organization is a new one called the World Veterans 


Federation. When founded less than two years ago it had 
a membership of 8 million in six different nations. Today its 
membership totals more than 15 million in 16'nations, plus 
the International Confederation of Ex-Prisoners of War. 


Member organizations in this country are AMVJETS, 


the Disabled American Veterans, the American Veterans 
Committee, and the Blinded Veterans Association. 


The program of the world organization is two-fold— 


peace with freedom, as compared to the peace with tyranny 
offered by the Communists, and the rehabilitation of dis- 
abled veterans.

The Federation feels that its big strength for peace lies 


in the fact that its members all know first hand what war 
is like, and also that most of its key members in various 
countries are war heroes whose voices will be listened to. 


Federation officials emphasize it is by no means a 


peace-at-any-price movement, but rather peace with free- 
dom, and only that way. 


The organization has a consultative voice in the United 


Nations and one of its principal aims is to strengthen the 
UN by giving the millions of Federation members a>. voice 
In UN proceedings. 


Harold Russell, the amputee veteran who is past na- 


tional commander of AMVETS, represents the United 
States on the Federation's nine-member watchdog commis- 
sion for preserving peace. 


One function of the commission is to go personally to 


world trouble areas and report back to the United Nations 
and to the Federation on the situation as war veterans un- 
encumbered by the policies and red tape of an official gov- 
ernment fact-finding body. '

Within the United" Nations the Federation is pushing 


for a world-development authority. The purpose of* the 
authority would be to recommend measures for relieving 
poverty in various parts of the world as a step towards re- 
lieving the discontent and strife which can lead to war.

seven trumps and two aces, but 
perhaps South found pleasure in 
losing one trick .more than anyone 
else would think possible. 


West opened the six of hearts, 


and declarer won in dummy with 
the ace. He then led a spade from 
dummy and put up the king from 
his hand in the hope that East held 
the ace. Unfortunately for declar 
er, West won with the 
ace of 


spades, and returned 
a 
trump. 


South immediately 
led 
another 


spade, but West was careful to 
win the trick and lead a second 
trump. 


Declarer next led several rounds 


of trumps and hopefully .finessed 
dummy's queen of clubs. This play 
cost him the extra trick, since now 
he never made the ace of clubs. 
South made only his seven trumps 
and dummy's ace of hearts. 


South could have made his con- 


tract by a different line of play 
if he had decided that West had 
the ace of spades for his double, 
but that East had the king of clubs 
as well as a strong heart suit. 


The correct line of play is to 


win the first trick with the ace of 
hearts and ruff a heart at once. 
Declarer continues by taking the 
ace of clubs and ruffing a club. 
Dummy is entered with the jack 
of diamonds for another club ruff, 
dropping East's king. 


Now South enters dummy with 


a second trump and discards a 
spade on the queen of clubs. Dum- 
my's last club is next led, and 
West is permitted to ruff with his 
last trump while South discards 
another losing spade.

At this point, West has nothing 


but spades in his hand and he 
must therefore lead to declarer's 
king. South thus loses only one 
trump and one spade.

Gives More Details of Political Interference With 


Sen. McCanen of Nevada

A citizen who ii intimate with Nevada politics has given me fur- 


ther details of the intrusion of Arthur J. Goldsmith, a New York 
manufacturer and undercover politician, in the elections of many 
states. 
Goldsmith runs a number of letterhead "societies" which 


actually are not political organizations in the normal sense but slush 
funds, working secretly "to defeat incumbents or aspirants who offend 
Mr. Goldsmith'! political ideas. The offices of these 
layouts are in Goldsmith's apartment in the Wal- 
dorf Tower, but, as I have reported,, the address is 
given as "100 East 50th street, New York." 


A torn, letur unt to George Franklin, a candi- 


date for the Democratic senatorial nomination 
against Senator Pat McCarran, dated May 15, 1950 
by Goldsmith's committee on'national affairs, said: 
"We need money now because the outcome of the 
primaries in several states this summer, rather 
than the elections in November, will determine who 
will represent those states In the Senate. If Senator 
We»tbreok recto 


McCarran, described in the enclosed item, wins, he is almost assure* 
of re-election. Had enough of him? Or do you want six more of the 
same? We think this gentleman should be retired to private life and 
we are working toward that end. Do you agree with us? If so, please 
send us a generous check today." 


This bore a rubber-stamp signature of Frederick C. McKee, of 


Pittsburgh, who was listed as "chairman." Goldsmith was "secre- 
tary." Westmore Willcox, whoever he may be, was "treasurer." 


The impudence of this little bund of self-important easterners of 


radical political view in asking people at random whether they had 
had enough of a senator from a state other than their own seems not 
to have occurred to McKee, Goldsmith, Willcox or anyone else con- 
cerned. The plain implication that foreigners to the state of Nevada 
might properly use money to frustrate the normal exercise of the 
franchise by the citizens of the state is equally interesting. In Who's 
Who, 
Willcox describes himself as a banker and "financial con- 


sultant." He was a partner of Dillon Reed international bankers, in 
charge of European business. He also took' several assignments from 
the Marshall plan to arrange for gifts of American money abroad. 


On July 
10, 1950, Goldsmith 


wrote to Franklin that he would 
pass on information of value to 
him in his campaign from his New 
York apartment as fast as it be 
came available. 
He told Frank- 


lin that McCarran was in Eurbpe 
on Oct. 9, 1949, when the Korean 
aid bill was up on a roll call, 
and was not paired on it. 


"When he tries to indicate how 


right,he has been in wanting the 
United States to protect itself in 
the Far East it can be called to 
public attention that on a major 
measure he did not even bother to 
indicate his position," Goldsmith 
wrote Franklin. 


A m e m o r a n d u m 
circulated 


among the "officers" and "direc- 
tors" of the committee in 1948 told 
them "for. your .information" that 
it had made certain contributions. 
The members, if any, of the com- 
mittee on national affairs, indeed, 
even the "officers" and "direc- 
tors" apparently had not voted on 
these donations. 
It seems that 


they were arbitrarily decided by 
some high authority who was now 
reporting his action confidentially. 
This authority might have been 
Goldsmith himself, but he refuses 
to talk so I cannot tell you. 


A $5,000 donation to the ex- 


treme left-wing new dealer, Matt 
Neeley, of West Virginia, led the 
list. Neeley was put up to oust 
the incumbent Rivercomb, a Re- 
publican and a better than aver- 
age senator, because Revercomb 
lad enraged easterners who ob- 
jected to any limitation on immi- 
gration, particularly 
restriction* 


:o keep out Communists. Rever- 
comb had been handed the hot 
sotato job of writing an immigra- 
tion law. For his pro-American 
attitude he was knocked off just 
as McCarran and Joe McCarthy 
have been marked for liquidation 
ever since. 


In the same list a $4,000 con- 


tribution to the West Virginia state 
democratic committee was noted. 
Others were as follows: J. Neely 
Peacock, $2,000, beaten by Cox, 
ncumbent, an active anti-Com- 
njunlst, in the second Georgia 
district: Estes Kefauver, $1,500, 
who beat Carroll Reece. Republi- 
can, for the Senate, in Tennessee; 
Paul Douglas, $1,000, left-wing new 
dealer, who beat Senator Curley 
Brooks, Republican, in Illinois; 
J. K. Javits, a new deal Republi- 


can congressman in New York, 
$1,000; Senator James E. Murray, 
of Montana, who won re-election, 
$600. Murray, by the way, 
nominated for president at this 
year's Democratic convention in 
Chicago although he was born in 
Canada and is not eligible. When 
a reporter called him on this, he 
wailed that the nomination was 
only complimentary and that it 
was unfair to bring up the matter 
of his birthplace. 


The "enclosed item" on McCar- 


ran mentioned in the McKee let- 
ter was a smear from the 
York Herald Tribune, rehashing " ' 
the standard formula of the east- 
*•; 


ern interventionists against stand-

pat Americans, and winding up f 
with the innuendo that McCarran 
'' 


was "also interested in the Reno .' 
divorce industry." This "Interest" 
in the divorce industry was. not 
explained.

children are nuns.

Franklin, the primary 


set up against McCarran in 1950^1 
was a young veteran with a goodu- 
record as a bombing pilot 
had had a turbulent career in his • 
personal affairs in Las Vegast His 
temperament is volatile and he 
has aspirations to be a "leader." 
In July, 1950, Franklin flew to 
New York to meet Goldsmith and 
others who were interested in a 
form of super-government. There- 
after several meetings were he 
in Las Vegas which resulted in 
local chapter of "Union Now," a 
plan to unite the United States and 
Britain. 


I have already listed some of 


the contributors to Goldsmith'! 
clandestine slush funds. The 
notonous, meaningless names list- 
ed on the left margin of his letter- 
heads, names of worn-out celebri- 
ties still eking out a little petty 
"importance" 
as 
"committee'^ 


members, are no index to the 
sources of the money. 


Generally speaking, they give 


little or nothing. The donors re- 
main under cover until they are 
disclosed in reports to the clerk 
of the House of Representatives 
after interest in the elections has 
died away. Individuals who insist 
on absolute secrecy may have it 
if they send their gifts direct in 
currency, as some of them apparel 
ently do.

to $500 nightly. Officials said the 
Investigation was continuing. 


Plead* Guilty 


One of 'those accused with Jelke 


pleaded guilty to a charge that he 
received prostitution earnings. He 
ia 39-year-old movie b'it-part actor 
Richard Wallace, also known as 
Richard Short. 
Sentencing was 


set for Sept. 9. 


Jelke was named on eight counts 


of procuring, compulsory prostitU' 
tion and living off prostitution pro- 
ceeds. He also is charged with 
illegal possession of a gun. 


It was specifically charged that 


he induced 19-year-old 
Patricia 


Ward to "live a life of prostitu 
tion" and 
lived "wholly or in 


part" on her earnings from Sep 
tember, 1951. to March, 1952. 


Miss Ward has been held as a 


material witness in the case. New 
York newspapers have said she 
broke the vice case after Jelke 
jilted her. 


He also was charged with forc- 


ing 23-year-old Pat Thompson to 
become a prostitute. 


Money From Wallace 


The indictment did not mention 


his receiving money from her but 
said that he received $100 from 
Wallace. 
The district attorney's 


office has said Miss Thompson, 
also held as a material witness, 
had paid Wallace $300 a week for 
"love and affection." 


Indicted with Jelke on the counts 


relating to Miss Ward—but not 
to Miss Thompson—was a 34-year- 
old jobless press agent, Ray Rus- 
sell Davioni, who also pleaded 
innocent. 


The indictment said Jelke placed 


Miss Ward in a house of prosti- 
tution here about last Feb. 15. The 
address given for the house was 


that of red-haired model Erica 
Steel, 2$. She was named as a 
co-conspirator of Jelke'* and Davi- 
oni 's. 


Miss Steel originally was arrest- 


ed on a charge of being the "ma- 
dam" for the call girls, but the 
grand jury charged her only with 
illegal possession of narcotics. She 
pleaded- innocent. 


Free on Bail 


Jelke remained free in $50,000 


bail, and Miss Steel in $1,000 bail. 
Davioni, unable to raise his $45,-

Sept. 17. 


Two other alleged party girls, 


held as material witnesses, were 
mentioned in the indictments as 
having conferred with Jelke. But 
the nature of the conversations 
was not specified. 


The two are Barbara Harmon, 


31. and Nancy Hawkins, 23, of 
Richmond. Ind. 


It was alleged in the indictment 


that Jelke and Miss Hawkins had

Erbach, Germany, Owes Share 
Of Its Existence to Elephants 


By HAXS W. MXTZING 


BREACH, Germany, (AP) —For 


more than a century, the 6,000 cit- 
izens of this West German 
town 


have owed a large share of their 
livelihood to elephants. 


If the elephants' and the market 


hold out, they hope to keep busy 
for centuries to come. 


But the 600 ivory carvers in 120 


workshops in Erbach face a crisis 
now, caused by the cheap compe- 
tition of mass-production factories 
using artificial resins 
that 
look 


like ivory. 


A large business in buttons car- 


rying the carved names of Ger- 
man cities and resorts had faded 
away for the Erbach workshops. 
Only a few Swiss resorts still cling 
to genuine ivory, 
despite the 


Wgher price. 
. Far back in history, this com- 
munity specialized in 
carving 


wood from the Odenwald Forest. 
Then, shortly after 1800, the globe- 
trotting Count Franz of Erbach 
brought home some elephant tusks 
from a trip to Africa. Ivory sup- 
planted wood. 


To make up for the loss of but- 


ton orders, ivory carvers are pro- 
ducing mainly statuettes of histor- 


ical figures, altar pieces, chesu- 
men, and e l a b o r a t e filigree 
brooches. Their great hope is to 
find American buyers. 


"The Germans 
still 
have no 


money for things like that," said 
Christian Wegel, president of the 
Ivory Carvers Guild. "Britain, for- 
merly a good customer, is slap- 
ping high tariffs and luxury taxes 
on our products. So we must turn 
elsewhere. 
Our first attempt was 


the Toronto, Canada, fair in June. 


"Several years ago, an 
officer 


from the U. S. European Com- 
mand headquarters at Heidelberg 
bought a precious set of chessmen 
for 2,000 
marks 
(276 dollars). 


Since then, five of his friends have 
ordered the same set. So I am 
convinced that if we really show 
Americans what we can make, 
there will be more orders."

soul-searching for many parents in Dixon and other Illinois 
cities. 


THE- PROBLEM: Should we allow our boy to play football? 


It's a problem that all parents of healthy and not-so-healthy 


boys of high school age must face at least once In their 
lives. And simple as the problem seems at a glance, It Isn't 
so simple to the parents who approach it for the first time. 


THE FACT remains that football is a rugged, often-brutal gam* 


The fact remains that each year many boys are injured, some sever* 
ly, in football. And the fact ^ remains that a number of repuUbli 
medical men aren't sure that "boys of high school age are physicallj 
.mature enough to absorb the punishment of this game. 


These dangers or potential dangers are offset by the nat- 


ural desire of the boy to play the game: by the social pres- 


, stircs the parents may face'if they forbid their boy to play; 


by the often false emphasis put on the game by the press, 
radio and the school body itself; and by the natural desire of 
the parents to see their boy "get ahead" in his school life. 


ALMOST ALWAYS the latter pressures win out. 


"It's a decision Junior will have to make for himself," is 


the way most parents handle the problem. And more often 


_ than not, Junior, be he a scrawny, 95-pounder about to enter 


the growing spurt that characterizes adolescence or a rangy, 
180-pounder who grew in a hurry, will decide to play. 


PERHAPS THE prevailing system is a good one. Even those who 


bear the scars of a rough high school football career-those with bent 
noses, those with knees and shoulders that occasionally take leave of 
their sockets-are reluctant to say anything against the game that 
still causes them a bit of physical discomfort now and then. 


"It was a great experience," they say. "I wouldn't have 


missed it for anything. Sure my kid's going to play when he 
gets in high school." 


IT IS A situation that could only happen in America, where th* 


athletic end of high school life too often overshadows the scholastla 
endeavors of the would-be intellectuals.

been for these many years.

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Gen. Eisenhower Plans to Get Tough' as 
He's Told He's Running Like Dry Creek

NEW YORK — (AP) — Gen. 


•k 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has been 
told that his campaign, at this 
point, is not going well, and he was 
pictured today as prepared now to 
begin an intensive, toe-to-toe fight 
for the presidency. 


His aides and visitors to his new- 


ly established New York head- 
quarters indicated that his next 
moves will be: 


1. To obtain the active support of 


Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, and

especially of Taft's organization 
and the thousands of Republicans 
who backed the senator for the 
•GOP nomination. 


2. To begin speaking out on spe- 


cific issues, naming names and 
pin-pointing 
the m a j o r GOP 


charges against the Democrats, the 
Truman administration record and 
the Democratic nominee, Gov. Ad- 
lai Stevenson of Illinois.

On Eisenhower's schedule of ap-

Stevenson 
Invited to 
Minnesota 


ROCHESTER, Minn. — (AP) — 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
was invited today to speak at the 
National Plowing Contest Sept. 6, 
the same day Gen. Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower is planning to address 
the expected crowd of more than 
100,000. 


The invitation was wired to the 


Democratic presidential nominee 
after the contest Board of Direc- 
tors Monday night reversed its 
previous stand against having both 
candidates speak on the same day. 


A spokesman said the board had 


been assured Stevenson would ac- 
cept, even though he has a 'tenta- 
tive speaking date for Sept. 6. 


The board acted after petitions 


signed by 700 farmers were pre- 
sented to it, asking that Stevenson 
be permitted to speak to the same 
audience as the Republican stand- 
ard bearer. Earlier, Stevenson had 
been invited for the Minnesota 
State Plowing Contest on Sept. 5 
but declined. 


The board did rule that Eisen- 


hower, having been first to accept 
the bid, would be allowed to set 
the time of his speech. His talk 
tentatively has been set for about 
1 p. m.. Eastern Standard Time. 
A board spokesman said the sec- 
ond talk would have to come after 
plowing awards are made, about 
three hours later. 


The vote to invite Stevenson was 


8 to 1, with one member of the 
board absent. Earlier, members 
had voted down the double speak- 
ing program because "we wouldn't 
get any plowing done."

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Some Bankers Carefully 
Check Their Depositors 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK — (AP)— Some 


bankers are beginning to look even 
more closely at their depositors- 
financial prospects than they are 
at their borrowers', ability to re- 
pay. And that's pretty Close, as 
you know, if you ever borrowed 
money at a bank. 


Most banks have more deposi- 


tors than ever, and more deposits, 
which means they have more 
money to lend. 


And banks as a whole are doing 


fine and are unworried about the 
present. The depositors are pro- 
tected by insurance. Some banks 
are working hard to get still more 
•depositors. 


Can Be Liability 


• 
But some older bankers explain 


that it is their duty always to re- 
member that a depositor who is 
green in the ways of getting and 
keeping money could change over- 
night from an asset to a liability— 
if the nation's long-time boom 
should peter out—by needing to 
have his money and thereby caus- 
ing the total of deposits, the bank's 
money-making life-blood, to shriv- 
el.It's a long time view these bank- 
ers are taking, because they don't 
expect the boom to go sour soon. 
They say it's just been given a 
longer lease on life by the new 
stretch-out in defense spending 
which President Truman indicated 
in his revised budget predictions. 


Their problem is set forth by 


the daily banking newspaper, the 


American Banker. It says "un- 
sound depositors and bad deposits 
come first in the factors" that lead 
to trouble. It lists as unsound de- 
positors : 


L'liHound T.v|ie 


1. New, untried businessmen with 


little working capital and a lot of 
goods. 


2. Wage or salary earners with 


small savings or checking accounts 
but with a lot of installment and 
other debts. 


The conservative bank which 


hasn't promoted too much new 
business, says the paper, is likely 
to have the sound and seasoned 
depositor: 


1. The business well rooted in 


the success of the past with "re- 
sources outside the business capi- 
tal on which to draw to add to 
bank deposits when storm clouds 
gather." 


2. Individuals with "a substantial 


backlog of savings bonds or other 
sound investments on which they 
can draw to keep their bank books 
filled." 
Cannes Trouble 


The sound depositor sustains the 


bank. The unsound one draws his 
money out and causes trouble. 


The banking paper Isn't making 


scare-talk. It's just 
reminding 


younger bankers who may be so- 
liciting new deposit business: "The 
bad depositor factor has simply 
been covered up by nigh onto 20 
years of continuous inflation."
